Judge Schumacher, Atty Pollard, 
initiate “Teen Court” Program 


The 19th Judicial 
District will soon have 
what is known as a 
“Teen Court” program. 
This announcement 
was made by District 
Judge Jeff Schumach¬ 
er, who presides over 
the District Court in 
Bracken, Fleming and 
Mason counties. The 
teen court program was 
established in Kentucky 
in 1992, and since that 
time, according to the 
Administrative Office 
of the Courts (AOC), 
“more than 15,000 stu¬ 
dents, 70 judges and 
150 attorneys have 
been involved in the 
program across the 
Commonwealth.” 

“At the judicial 
college I attended last 
fall there was a presen¬ 
tation regarding teen 
courts and where it has 
been implemented it 
has been deemed one 
of the best law-related 
educational programs 
in the Commonwealth. 
I knew then that I 
wanted to initiate this 
program in our dis¬ 
trict courts” said Judge 
Schumacher. The pro¬ 
gram is designed to 
provide high school 
students (initially 9th 
and 10th graders) a 
real hands-on knowl¬ 
edge of the justice sys¬ 
tem; introduce them to 
court procedures; teach 
them leadership skills 
through speaking, lis¬ 
tening and analyzing; 
and provide them an 
opportunity to develop 
good attitudes regard-

ing authority flgures and 
the legal system. 

Teen court is a “sen¬ 
tencing” court in that it 
will handle real cases and 
determine the disposi¬ 
tion of each case. Non¬ 
violent cases are only re¬ 
ferred to teen court when 
a juvenile has admitted 
the charge and agrees to 
have the case referred to 
teen court for a dispo¬ 
sitional or “sentencing” 
hearing. Just like regular 
juvenile court hearings, 
teen court hearings are 
also closed to the public. 
The participants are held 
to the same standards as 
practicing attorneys re¬ 
garding confldentiality 
and court procedures. 

Judge Schumacher is 
being assisted in setting 
up the teen court program 
by attorney Gwen Pollard 
who is a practicing attor¬ 


ney in Bracken County. 
Ms. Pollard is familiar 
with the teen court sys¬ 
tem in effect in Pendleton 
County and volunteered 
to spearhead the imple¬ 
mentation of the program 
in the three counties of 
the 19th Judicial District. 
Judge Schumacher stated 
that “Gwen’s enthusiasm 
for the program is con¬ 
tagious and I appreciate 
her giving of her time 
and talents to help set up 
our local teen court pro¬ 
gram.” 

Judge Schumacher 
and Gwen Pollard will be 
visiting the local schools 
in the next week to re¬ 
cruit and encourage 9th 
and 10th grade students 
to participate in the teen 
court program. Interested 
students must attend all 
four training sessions to 
graduate and participate 


in the actual court hear¬ 
ings. The first training 
session is scheduled on 
Tuesday evening, Janu¬ 
ary 16th in the Mason 
District Courtroom at 
Maysville; and then 
three additional Tues¬ 
day evening training 
sessions are scheduled 
for January 23rd; Janu¬ 
ary 30th; and February 
6th. All such training 
sessions to begin at 
5:30 p.m. and last about 
90 minutes each. A 
swearing-in ceremony 
is scheduled for Febru¬ 
ary 20th for those who 
complete the training, 
and the teen court will 
then have its first actual 
court session on Febru¬ 
ary 27th. 

Any 9th or 10th 
grader in Bracken, 
Fleming or Mason 
county who is inter¬ 
ested in participating in 
the teen court program 
is encouraged to come 
to the Mason District 
Courtroom on January 
16th at 5:30 p.m. to be¬ 
gin the required train¬ 
ing. No reservation or 
advance notice is re¬ 
quired, but students are 
required to attend ALL 
four training sessions 
to be eligible to partici¬ 
pate in the actual court¬ 
room case reviews. If 
you have any questions

Longtime Cass 
County Commissioner 
and edueator Robert 
“Bob” Wagel passed 
away New Year’s Eve 
in Houston Texas after 
a long and eourageous 
battle with leukemia. 

Bob was bom in 
Maysville, Kentueky 
to Jesse and Clarice 
(Durbin Dean) Wagel 
and grew up in nearby 
Brooksville, Kentucky.

students who submit 
the Free Application 
for Federal Student Aid 
(FAFSA) to verify the in¬ 
formation on the FAFSA. 
The students are chosen 
by the U.S. Department 
of Education. 

Used to apply for 
most federal and many 
state student aid pro¬ 
grams, the FAFSA asks 
detailed questions about 
the income and resources 
of students. 

Parents are required 
to provide their infor¬ 
mation as well if their 
children are dependent 
students. Students are 
considered dependent if 
they are undergraduate 
students under 24 years 
old, not married, have no 
dependents of their own, 
are not veterans or were 
not orphans or wards of 
the court until age 19. 

The college or, in 
some cases, an agency 
working with the col¬ 
lege will contact students 
to let them know if their 
data is being verified. 

Students and parents 
need to take that process 
seriously, according to the 
Kentucky Higher Educa¬ 
tion Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). Students cho¬ 
sen for verification can¬ 
not receive their finan¬ 
cial aid until they have 
completed the process. 
As soon as they are con¬ 
tacted, they should pro¬ 
vide any information that 
is required. Putting it off 
will only lead to frustra¬ 
tion if the process isn’t 
finished when classes are 
ready to start. 

If students have de¬ 
cided not to attend a col¬ 
lege that asked them for 
verification, they should 
let the college know so 
it will stop requesting in¬ 
formation. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers 
Kentucky’s student fi¬ 
nancial aid programs, 
including the Kentucky 
Educational Excellence 
Scholarship (KEES). Its 
sister agency, the Ken¬ 
tucky Higher Education 
Student Loan Corpora¬ 
tion (KHESLC), offers 
Advantage Loans to help 
students and parents pay 
for college or to refi¬ 
nance student loans. For 
more information about 
Advantage Loans, visit 
www.advantageeduca- 
tionloan.com.

Over one hundred 
bills have been filed 
so far during the 2018 
Regular Session of the 
Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly, and we are just 
getting started. 

It’s amazing when 
you realize that well 
over 140 bills are likely 
to become law by the 
time this session wraps 
up by April 15, judging 
from past budget ses¬ 
sions like the one we 
started just this week on 
Jan. 2. 

We call our regular 
legislative sessions in 
even numbered years 
“budget sessions,” be¬ 
cause it is during those 
sessions that the Ken¬ 
tucky General Assem¬ 
bly approves spending 
plans for the operation 
of state government. 
Soon after Governor 
Matt Bevin shares his 
budget plan in his State 
of the Commonwealth 
Budget Address on Jan. 
16, House budget sub¬ 
committees will start 
gathering informa¬ 
tion the House Appro¬ 
priations and Revenue 
Committee needs to 
build a $20 billion bien¬ 
nial Executive Branch 
budget, plus budgets for 
the Legislative and Ju¬ 
dicial branches and the 
state Road Plan for the 
next two years. Even¬ 
tually, all of the budget 
bills and the Road Plan 
will make it to the full 
House for a vote. 

When these budget 
proposals will make 
it to the House floor is 
hard to predict. That’s 
because the budget pro¬ 
cess takes time. Debate 
on what should, and 
should not, be funded 
will All several days 
with proposed changes 
to the budget bills, or 
amendments. Ailing 
several pages. The idea 
is to give everyone a 
chance to voice their 
opinion before final de¬ 
cisions are made. 

What we do know 
is that the budget pro¬ 
cess won’t be easy. It 
never is. And, this year, 
budget negotiations are 
even more complicated 
than usual because of 
the state public pension 
crisis.

The Kentucky State 
Parks Family Adventure 
Quest is ready for its 
lucky 13 th year after re¬ 
cord-breaking participa¬ 
tion in 2017. The digital 
photo scavenger hunt for 
families or friends had 
438 teams out snapping 
photos in parks while 
tracking down objects, 
buildings, and facts to fill 
up their challenge book¬ 
lets. 

Registration for 2018 is 
now open online or reg¬ 
istration cards for mail-in 
registration can be picked 
up at any Kentucky State 
Park beginning in Feb¬ 
ruary. A $15 registration 
fee gets teams a fieece 
hat, beach ball, exclu¬ 
sive park coupons, state 
travel information, and 
of course, the booklet of 
26 challenges that will 
start shipping out on Jan. 
15,2018. 

Teams will be chal¬ 
lenged with games, 
historical photo re-cre¬ 
ations, nature know-how, 
and lots of riddles to keep 
them on their toes. 

“But what is a quest?” 
you ask. It may be a 
riddle, or it might even 
rhyme, as it directs you 
how or where to spend 
your time. You might 
have to ponder, you might 
float or chop, as you dis¬ 
cover fun facts and you 
plan your next photo op!

Brrr, Baby it’s cold 
outside. Winter has ar¬ 
rived in Bracken County. 
It is important to know 
the signs/symptoms of 
hypothermia for your¬ 
self and your children. 
With mild hypothermia 
children and babies may 
experience constant shiv¬ 
ering, tiredness, low en¬ 
ergy, cold or pale skin, 
and fast breathing. 

Symptoms of moder¬ 
ate hypothermia in chil¬ 
dren and babies include, 
violent, uncontrollable 
shivering, being unable 
to think or pay atten¬ 
tion, confusion, loss of 
judgement and reason¬ 
ing, difficulty moving 
around, loss of coordina¬ 
tion, drowsiness, slurred 
speech, and slow, shal¬ 
low breathing. 

Symptoms of severe 
hypothermia include un¬ 
consciousness, shallow 
or no breathing, a weak, 
irregular or no pulse, and 
dilated pupils. 

When temperatures 
are extremely low, please 
limit your time outside if 


possible. Warm clothes 
and a winter coat, hats, 
gloves and warm shoes 
or boots are a must in 
these temperatures. It is 
important to dress your¬ 
self and children in lay¬ 
ers. Don’t be afraid to 
go outside and play in 
the snow, just bundle up 
first. 

Does your house 
have working smoke de¬ 
tectors? If you heat with 
gas, do you have a work¬ 
ing carbon monoxide de¬ 
tector? If you heat with 
a wood stove /furnace, it 
is important to make sure 
you keep the chimney 
clear of creosote to help 
prevent chimney fires. If 
you use kerosene/space 
heaters, please be sure 
to follow the manufac¬ 
tures ’ recommendations 
for distancing them from 
furnishings, drapes, etc. 
Be safe and enjoy the 
snow, when it gets here! 
Go outside with your 
children and/or grand¬ 
children and make mem¬ 
ories. That is what life is 
all about.

Income tax season 
is approaching, and stu¬ 
dents may want to con¬ 
sider these tips from 
the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA) to 
help the process go more 
smoothly. 

Although you may 
not have earned enough 
to be required to file, 
you may be able to get a 
refund if your employer 
withheld taxes from your 
pay. Before you file, dis¬ 
cuss the situation with 
your parents. They may 
be able to claim you as a 
dependent, which could 
save them thousands of 
dollars. 

Students and par¬ 
ents may be able to take 
advantage of these pro¬ 
grams on their federal 
taxes: 

• American Oppor¬ 
tunity Credit, available 
for the first four years of 
college. 

• Lifetime Learning 
Credit, available if a tax¬ 
payer or a dependent is 
taking college courses to 
acquire or improve job 
skills. 


• Tuition and fees 
deduction, which lets 
taxpayers deduct quali¬ 
fied education expenses 
paid during the year for 
themselves or a depen¬ 
dent. The expenses must 
be for college. 

• Student loan in¬ 
terest deduction, which 
lets people deduct up to 
$2,500 per year on fed¬ 
eral taxes for interest 
paid on federal student 
loans. 

For more detailed 
information about feder¬ 
al programs, go to www. 
irs.gov to download the 
free Publication 970 Tax 
Benefits for Education. 

Kentucky also offers 
a tuition tax credit for 
undergraduate students 
who attend state col¬ 
leges.

Mother Nature has 
certainly kept us in the 
deep freeze the past couple 
of weeks and before we can 
enjoy some above freezing 
temperatures we have to 
endure some freezing rain 
this Monday morning! 
Certainly students and 
teachers appreciate this 
unexpected day off to 
keep everyone safe! If 
you are out and about, 
please drive carefully and 
defensively! We are just 
getting into our ‘winter 
weather’ time frame, so 
don’t get discouraged with 
the wind, snow and ice. It 
will be gone in no time and 
we will be complaining of 
the heat and humidity! 

We recently received 
a call regarding old paint 
and here is what we have 
been told on the disposal 
of paint. Because landfills 
everywhere cannot accept 
any type of liquids, the 
paint must be solidified 
in order for Rumpke to 
accept it. To dry the paint, 
you can employ one of 
several methods such as 
kitty litter. If you own 
a cat, that won’t be too 
difficult. When you put 
new litter into the box, 
simply place the old 
litter (minus any ‘organic 
material’!) into the bucket 
to absorb the paint. Old 
shredded newspaper will 
work but may take a little 
longer to absorb the paint; 
old clothing or rags will 
do the job as will dirt. 
When no children or pets 
are a concern, paint can 
be poured onto plastic 
or newspaper to air dry. 
Once the paint has dried, 
dispose of the newspaper 
or plastic in a bag, or put 
the lid back on the can or 
bucket to go into a trash 
bag for Rumpke pickup. 
DO NOT under any 
circumstances put paint 
into the recycling trailers! 
This occurred in the 
past with very negative 
results! The lid came off 
and paint spilled all over 
the recycling material and 
the interior of the trailer. 
Needless to say, that load 
had to be taken to the 
landfill and the trailer 
could not be used until the 
paint had dried! 

Rules are in place for 
a reason and when we as 
a society obey the rules, 
there is much more peace, 
harmony and happy 
smiles! Please follow 
those traffic rules this 
winter season, and those 
necessary to RECYCLE, 
REUSE and REDUCE to 
keep God’s earth clean, 
green and beautiful!

Livestock Indemnity 
Program Benefits 
Available to Mason/ 
Bracken/Robertson 
County Producers 

U.S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) 
Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) Executive Direc¬ 
tor Chuck Whitehead in 
Maysville announced 
that producers who suf¬ 
fered qualifying live¬ 
stock losses due to natu¬ 
ral disasters, including 
extreme cold weather, 
could be eligible for the 
Livestock Indemnity 
Program (LIP). 

“LIP provides live¬ 
stock producers with a 
vital safety net to help 
them overcome the dam¬ 
aging financial impact of 
natural disasters,” said 
Whitehead. 

LIP compensates 
livestock owners and 
contract growers for live¬ 
stock death losses in ex¬ 
cess of normal mortality 
due to an eligible adverse 
weather event, including 
losses due to hurricanes, 
floods, blizzards, dis¬ 
ease, wildfires, extreme 
heat and extreme cold. 

“A notice of loss 
must be filed with FSA 
within 30 days of when 
the loss of livestock is 
apparent,” said White- 
head. “Livestock that 
die within 60 days of the 
date of the eligible loss 
condition may be con¬ 
sidered eligible for loss 
benefits if the animal 
died because of the eli¬ 
gible loss condition. Pro¬ 
ducers must also file an 
application for payment 
no later than 90 days af¬ 
ter the calendar year in 
which the eligible loss 
condition occurred.” 

The LIP national 
payment rate for eligible 
livestock owners is based 
on 75 percent of the av¬ 
erage fair market value 
of the livestock. 

According to 

Whitehead producers 
should contact the Ma¬ 
son/Bracken/Robertson 
County FSA office at 
606-759- 5763 to sched¬ 
ule an appointment to 
submit a notice of loss 
and application for pay¬ 
ment. 

Producers are en¬ 
couraged to bring sup¬ 
porting evidence, in¬ 
cluding documentation 
of the number and kind 
of livestock that died, 
supplemented if possible 
by photographs or video 
records to document the 
loss, purchase records, 
veterinarian records, 
production records and 
other similar documents.

What are the roles of a CASA Volunteer? 


Volunteers are officers of the court. They serve as an extra pair of “eyes and 
ears” for the District Judge in child abuse and neglect cases. CAS As meet with 
the child on their case and independently gather information from others who 
are involved in that child’s life. This includes researching each child’s situation 
and making objective recommendations. CASA volunteers are frequently the one 
constant person in the child’s life as they navigate the foster care system. The 
volunteer’s sole objective is to represent the best interests of the child.

Our mission is to provide trained community volunteers to speak for children in 
court who are victims of dependency, neglect and/or abuse. We help children find 
a safe, permanent and loving home as soon as possible.
